MORE ABOUT EARTHQUAKES 





Some Characteristics of the Day of the Lord 





The Lord shall roar from on high, 
and utter his voice from his holy habi- 
tation; he shall mightily roar upon his 
habitation * * ~ A noise shall come 
even to the ends of the earth. Jer. 25:- 
30-31. 

I have only quoted a part of these 
verses, but if you will take time to 
read them, also the remaining verses 
of the chapter you will see that God 
is to have a controversy with the na- 
tions. A great whirlwind will arise on 
the coast and sweep the earth. The 
slain of the Lord shall be at that day 
from one end of the earth even unto 
the other end of the earth: they shall 
not be buried: they shall be dung up- 
on the ground. V. 33. 

The above Scripture has not yet 
been fulfilled to the letter, it there- 
fore belongs to the future. The dead 
have never lain over the entire earth 
and have been refused burial. At this 
special time God is to roar, His voice 
is to be heard to the ends of the earth. 

V4hat is this roaring of voices that 
shall be heard to the ends of the 
earth? The text says that it is a 
noise. 

The Bible refers to the roaring of 
lions. It means that they make a great 
roaring noise, insomuch that the 
noise shakes things near by. 

Also there is mention of the roaring 
of the sea, meaning that the waves 
roll so high, break and splash thar 
they make a great roaring noise. 

So at the day of the Lord there will 
be a great roaring noise and accomp- 
anying this will be a great shaking. 
This doubtless has reference to the 
great and final earthquake which will 
make a terrible noise as well as a 
terrible shaking. Let us view 
other Scriptures. 

The Lord shal! go forth as a mighty 
man, he shall stir up jealousy like a 
man of war: he shall cry, yea, roar; 
he shall prevail against his enemies. 

! will make waste mountains and 
hills, and dry up all their herbs; and 
| will make the rivers islands, and will 
dry up the pools. 

At the day of the Lord, He shall go 
forth as a mighty man, He shall roar 
until His voice is heard to the ends 
of the earth. In what way? By the 
voice of a terrible earthquake. The 
mountains and hills shall be effected. 
Can you conceive of anything that 
will effect or waste the mountains 
and hills other than an earthquake? 
At this same time islands shall be 
formed within the rivers. If I should 
ask you what could bring about such 
a sudden change as this, you would 
immediately say, “an earthquake.” 

The Lord shall roar out of Zion, and 
utter his voice from Jerusalem; and 
the heavens and the earth shall shake: 
but the Lord will be the hope of his 
people. Joel 3:16. At this same time 
the sun and moon shall be darkened, 
and the stars shall refuse to shine. V. 
15. 

John the Revelator saw the sun, 
moon and stars effected. He tells us 
that this takes place in connection 
with a great earthquake. He also In- 
dicates that at this time rocks and 
mountains will be falling and_ that 
wicked men will welcome their falling 
on them. 

Now we can readily see by the 
Seriptures that the Lord’s ~voice roar- 
ling, to the extent that His voice shall 
| be heard from one end of the earth to 
|the other end as a great noise is 
|nothing more than the final, great 
| earthquake. This is the time that the 
|mountains will be moved, and great 
| valleys formed and new islands made. 
| Earthquakes Often Represent the

It is generally believed that by an 
earthquake Korah and his followers 
were swallowed up because of their 
rebellion against God. 


There was a great earthquake at the 
time of the crucifixion of Jesus. At 
that time the rocks were rent. This 
doubtless was a manifestation of the 
wrath of God. 


We are seeing slight touches of His 
wrath, while thousands in divers 
places are being slain in the many 
earthquakes of today. This is only a 
little sprinkling of what will be when 
He roars His mighty voice out from 
one end of the earth to the other end. 

Josephus tells us that the terrible 
earthquake in the days of Uzziah was 
so violent that it divided a mountain 
in halves, which lay west of Jerusa- 
lem and moved one part of it from its 
place four furlongs, or five hundred 
paces, (five hundred steps). Now let 


us pay close attention to the state- 
ment made by Zechariah. I consider 
fhat this is a wonderful statement 


worthy of special consideration. 

Ye shall flee to the valley of the 
mountains * * * like as ye fled from 
before the earthquake in the days of 
Uzziah the king of Judah: and the 
Lord my God shall come, and all the 
saints with thee. And it shall come to 
pass in that day. tat the light shall 
not be clear nor dark. 

Why shall it not be clear nor dark 
at this time? This is the time that 
the Lord is to roar with a great earth- 
quake, and at the same time the sun 
and moon is to be effected. At this 
time the people are to run as_ they 
did during the earthquake in the days 
of Uzziah. As the mountain divided 
and a valley of five hundred steps was 
formed. The mountain will again move 
when the Lord comes bringing all His 
saints with Him, but there shall be a 
very great valley at this time. 

His feet shall stand in that day up- 
on the mount of Olives, which is be- 
fore Jerusalem on the east and the 
mount of Olives shall cleave in the 
midst thereof toward the east and 
toward the west, and there shall be a 
very great valley; and half of the 
mountain shall remove toward the 
north, and half of it toward the south. 
Has this been fulfilled? No, nothing 
resembling this took place at Jesus’ 
first coming. 

At this time the land shall be turn- 
ed into a plain from Geba to Rimmon 
south of Jerusalem. See Zech. 14:10. 
At present this whole territory is a 
mountainous country. 

The Jews will not recognize therr 
country after the earthquake is thru. 
Surely great days are ahead of us as 
Christians. Also the Jews. 

Jerusalem shall be sately inhabited. 
V. 11. They will not fear the earth- 
quakes or even wars any more. My 
people shall dwell in a peaceable habl- 
tation, and in sure dwellings, and In 
quiet resting places. Isa. 32:18. 

Behold, |! will gather them out of 
all countries, whither | have driven 
them in mine anger. and in my fury, 
and in great wrath; and | will bring 
them again unto this place, and | will 
cause them to dwell safely. Jer. 32:37. 

I will set up shepherds over them 
which shall feed them; and_ they 
shall fear no more, nor be dismayed, 
neither shall they be lacking, saith 
the Lord. Jer. 23:4. 

The twelve apostles shall be their 
shepherds. Matt. 19:28. Jesus shalt 
reign on a throne in the Millennium 
temple, which shall be located on this 
vast plain made by the earthquake.
